Even  before  entering  as  freshman,  the 
class  of  77  was  faced  with  the  possi- 
bility of  Shortridge  closing.  SAVE 
SHORTRIDGE  buttons  and  bumper 
sticl<ers  were  seen  everywhere,  as 
concerned  parents  and  students  at- 
tended school  board  meetings  and 
rallies.  Along  with  the  turmoil  involv- 
ing the  school,  the  Watergate  ques- 
tion began  to  seeth.  Freshmen 
finished  the  year  unsure  of  the  next. 

For  the  "wise  fools",  1974-1975  began 
with  all  the  swaggering  self  confi- 
dence natural  to  sophomores.  Short- 
ridge was  safe  for  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, and  changes  in  administration 
had  clicked  smoothly,  a  promise  of 
things  to  come.  Putting  a  twist  on  the 
T.V.  bicentennial  minute,  sophomores 
produced  "Shortridge,  As  It  Was" 
every  Wednesday  after  the  an- 
nouncements. 

Nationally,  things  also  seemed  to  be 
going  at  a  better  pace.  Nixon  re- 
signed, and  the  draft  was  abolished. 
SHS  closed  for  the  summer  with 
hopes  for  the  coming  Bicentennial 
year. 

The  advent  of  the  junior  year  brought 
an  increasingly  informal  and  relaxed 
atmosphere.  The  idea  of  closing  Short- 
ridge seemed  preposterous.  Redford 
and  Hoffman  took  the  town  by  storm 
as  Washington  Post  reporters  Wood- 
ward and  Bernstein  in  All  The  Presi- 
dent's Men.  While  the  controversy 
over  Patty  Hearst  began,  so  did  elec- 
tion debates  and  discussions  in  class- 
rooms. Also  on  the  Shortridge  front, 
76  marked  the  arrival  of  the  computer 
terminal  and  the  city  tennis  champi- 
onship. While  other  teams  of  brawn 
struggled,  the  teams  of  the  mind 
swept  up  honors  as  Exercise  in 
Knowledge  went  to  the  semi-finals 
against  North  Central,  and  the  chess 
team  crushed  away  all  opponents  to 
victory. 

In  September  of  this  year,  seniors  en- 
tering were  unsure  whether  to  rejoice 


at  being  seniors  or  to  bemoan  gradu- 
ated friends,  but  as  the  halls  filled 
with  credulous  neophlyte  frosh,  se- 
niors got  into  the  swing  of  things.  Se- 
niors ground  away  at  Econ  and  Gov- 
ernment, and  confronted  the  question 
of  "after  High  School,  what?"  As  the 
Echo's  poll  predicted,  Carter  won  the 
presidency  after  an  ardurous  cam- 
paign, perhaps  due  to  the  televised 
debates  and  his  toothy  smile,  ERA 
was  ratified  by  Indiana  amid  manifes- 
tations of  joy  coupled  with  predic- 
tions of  doom.  The  T.V.  book/movie 
Roots  dominated  conversations  as 
the  story  of  one  man's  search  for  his 
heritage  sparked  pride  in  Black  Amer- 
icans. Finally,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
sent  the  Indiana  desegregation  case 
back  to  I owe^r  courts,  reminding  us 
that  the  fate  of  SHS  still  hung  in  the 
balance.  Still,  as  painters  and  plaster- 
ers went  rampant  in  the  hails,  exiling 
classes  to  work,  the  feeling  was  of 
security.  The  Senior  Council  involved 
itself  in  various  activities  from  selling 
candy  to  bringing  Christmas  cheer  to 
the  very  young  and  the  very  old.  The 
extremely  cold  weather  and  the  unex- 
pected snow  days  did  nothing  to  les- 
sen the  subdued  excitement  of  the 
senior's  final  semester.  Work  began 
on  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  as  the 
approach  of  spring  fever  began  to 
tempt  SHS'ers  out  of  classes. 

Since  entering  as  freshmen,  the  class 
of  '77  has  done  much  to  affect  the 
school.  In  spite  of  the  constantly  shift- 
ing government  affairs,  seniors  did 
their  part  to  help  regulate  and  partici- 
pate in  Shortridge  functions,  with  the 
particular  help  of  Ms.  Jackie  Green- 
wood, the  freshman  council  sponsor 
who  readily  stayed  on  with  us  to  be- 
come a  close  friend  and  a  sometime 
accomplice. 

In  the  past  four  years,  Shortridge  has 
faced  uncertainty  and  challenge,  feel- 
ings surmounted  and  replaced  with 
the  buoyancy  of  success  and  the  calm 
of  —  SERENITY.
